In addition to these numbered 
documents, the records of the Commission consist of the following: . 

(l) correspondence with Federal and State agencies and with the 
general public, (2) internal memoranda, (3) press releases, (b) 
agenda of executive sessions of the Commission, ( 5 ) transcripts and 
minutes of executive sessions, (6) transcripts of testimony, ( 7 ) 
exhibits and evidence, (8) copy for the Report and Hearings of the 
Commission, ( 9 ) radio tape recordings of broadcasts at the time of 
the assassination of President Kennedy, (10) press clippings, (ll) 
motion pictures, (12) photographs, ( 13 ) personnel records, and 
(l4) fiscal records. 

As requested we are enclosing a copy of our General Restriction State- 
ment No. 3 dated June 29,T-96l, under which investigative records are 
withheld from researchfor 75 years unless released by the originating 
agency. This restriction was in effect at the time we received the 
records of the Commission. Also enclosed is a copy of a revision of 
this restriction statement dated July Zb, 1967 .
